In aecordance with a resolution adopted by 
both Houses of Congress, the President has, 
by proclamation, ordered that this, the an- 
niversary of the birth of Groner Wasxnc- 
ton, be honored and observed by an entire 
suspension of business in all the Executive 
Departments of the Government. 


Resolutions and petitions relative to the 
ordering of an election of Mayor at the gen- 
eral election for city officers to be held April 
18 were presented in the Common Council 
last evening and referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. Prompt action by that Commit- 
tee and a report at the earliest possible day 
are imperatively required by the people of 
Chicago. 


Senator Suanon, of Nevada, being on his 
way to Washington, was intercepted by a 
Trrsune interviewer yesterday, to whom he 
expressed quite freely his notions of the po- 
litical situation, the canvass for the Presi- 
dency, the financial outlook on the Pacific 
‘Slope, and other topics of interest. Perhaps 
the most interesting thing Senator Sxaron 
had to say was about the Comstock Lode, of 
which he is the chief owner, and which is 
expected to yield up about $40,000,000 of 
silver this year. 


The French Republicans, in the elections 
for Deputies to the Assembly under the new 
Constitution, have succeeded far beyond 
their expectations. Not only have they car- 
ried in the large cities, but in several of the 
remote provinces, where heretofore the Bona- 
partists and Legitimists have divided the

turned. Burret, present Minister of the In- 
terior, who tried his fortunes in four arron- 
dissements, was defeated in every instance.

_ The Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Quebec 
has been exceedingly annoyed by the per- 
formances of the Rev. Father Connors, a 
priest of the Romish Church, who claims and 
has freely exercised the right to visit the 
Protestan‘ schools and address the children 
on religious subjects, his excuse being that 
some of the children are members of his 
church. The Anglican Bishop perceives both 
impropriety and danger in this impudent at- 
tempt to interfere with and disturb,the faith 
of the children in the national schools, and 
has addressed to the Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Quebec a formal protest against such pro- 
veedings by the Jesuit priests. 

In regard to the resolution adopted in the 
House yesterday calling upon Attorney-Gen- 
eral Prerrepont to explain the letter which 
he wrote recently to District-Attorney Dyzr 


concerning the punishment of the confessed 
and convicted whisky thieves, it is proper to 


say that Mr. Prerreront has already in pri- 


vate repudiated the construction which was 
generally placed upon it. He holds that the 
letter was not intended to convey the pur- 
pose of granting no favor to those who have 
furnished the evidences of guilt, and his 
ruling sustaining the Government counsel in 
Chicago seems to confirm this view of the 
matter. It is probable, therefore, that Mr. 
PrerRePont’s explanation will be to point out 
that his letter was misconstrued by a portion 
of the public in ignorance of the circum- 
stances that led to its promulgation. 

The Brooklyn Zagle, a newspaper which is 
supposed to enjoy unusual facilities for get- 
ting at the bottom facts in relation to the 
conclusions reached by the Advisory Council, 
is authority for the statement that Plymouth 
Church will be sustained and its course in- 
dorsed by the Council in all the points speci- 
fied in the letter-missive. It is understood 
that such will be the recommendations of 
the various Committees, though minority re- 
ports are expected, and a lively discussion in 
the Council is looked for.

THE SINKING FUND. 

One of the greatest abuses under the Gov- 
ernment is that practiced under the pretext 
of the National Sinking Fund, and which, 
begun by Mr. BowrwxIL, has been continued 
by his successors in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The act of 1862, commonly known as 
that creating the public debt, provided that 
a sum equal to 1 per cent of the public debt 
should be taken annually for a sinking fund 
for the payment of that debt. No sinking 
fund by that name was organized until 1869 ; 
but payments of portions of the public debt 
had been made as far back as 1866. Since 
the organization of the public debt in 1869, 
there have been purchases of bonds other 
than for the purposes of the sinking fund, 
the principal of which amounted to 8182, 
241,766. There were purchased for the sink- 
ing fund up to June 30, 1875, bonds to the 
amount of $166,000,000. The sinking fund 
proper, therefore, contains bonds to the 
amount of $166,000,000. These bonds bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum. 
Though the bonds have been canceled, an 
amount equal to the interest which the bonds 
would have borne is annually paid into the 
sinking fund. The annual interest on $166,- 
000,000 of bonds purchased for the sinking 
fund is about $10,000,000. In computing 
the amount of the 1 per cent, there are in- 
cluded in the public debt not only the out- 
standing bonds, but the greenbacks, frac- 
tional currency, and all the odds and ends of 
past-due indebtedness and other sums for 
which the Government is liable. That 1 per 
cent was intended as a sinking fund for the 
redemption of the bonded debt, or, pri- 
marily, for the payment of the 5.20 bonds, 
and not for the other indebtedness of the 
Government. The sinking fund, therefore, 
has at its annual accretion this 1 per cent of 
the total of all kinds of public debt, and the 
interest at 6 per cent on all the previous ac- 
cretions. The addition to the sinking fund 
in 1875 was $31,519,501, which for all time 
hereafter will bear 6 per cent interest. 

The sinking fund takes from the public 
taxes a sum equal to 1 per cent of the public 
debt, which in 1874 was $22,516,905, and also 
6 per cent interest on pyvious purchases, 
which is now about $10,000,000 a year. 
While the sum received from the tax of 1 per 
cent on the amount of the public debt de- 
creases annually in a small amount, that of 
the interest increases at the rate of nearly 
$2,000,000 a year, and the increase is perma- 
nent. 

The public debt on the Ist of July, 1866, 
was $2,773,236,174, a large sum having been 
previously paid. On the Ist of July, 1869, 
the debt was $2,588,452,214, showing a de- 


crease at the time of the establishment of the 


sinking fund of $284,783,959. With these 
figures we can show that there is no danger 
of a violation of the pledge to the public 
creditors if the sinking fund was suspended 
for several years to come. Here are the pay- 
ments made on the debt : 


Other forma of dabt paid since 1000 
Total payment of debt since 1866 $867,048,681 
The obligation was that one per centum of 
the public debt was to be paid annually. 
But the United States have not only paid the 


whole sum required under that obligation, 


but more than $250,000,000 in excess of that 
requirement. The United States, therefore, 
instead of raising $30,000,000 by taxation 
annually to purchase bonds, of which no one 
is demanding or desiring payment, may, with- 
out the slightest violation of the national ob- 
ligation, discontinue the operations of the 
sinking fund for eight or ten years to come, 
leaving that amount of taxation in the 
of working capital in the hands of the people. 
The whole theory of a sinking fund where. 
in the Government purchases its own debta, 
and continues to tax the people to pay the in- 


terest thereon, is one of those absurdities to 
which some of our statesmen cling relig- 
iously, though it has long since been aban- 
doned by those who have tried it. Con- 
gress, in 1870, wisely ordered that the $182,- 
000,000 bonds purchased by Mr. BouTwELl 
in excess of those required by the sinking 
fund be canceled and interest thereon 
stopped. It might now, with equal wisdom, 
direct that interest shall cease on the $166,- 
000,000 of bonds purchased for the sinking 
fund. The debt is a burden only to the ex- 
tent of the annual tax required to pay inter- 
est thereon. The country has been taxed to 
pay the principal of these $166,000,000 of 
bonds, but is still compelled to pay a tax of 
$10,000,000 in gold annually to pay inter- 
est on the debt, the principal of which they 
have been already taxed to pay! 

This is no time for sentimental legislation 
nor sentimental taxation, The suspension 
indefinitely of the sinking fund would reduce 
the annual interest on the public debt $10,- 
000,000. It would reduce the appropriation 
for the public debt $22,000,000, and thus re- 
duce the annual expenditure some $30,000,- 
000. We have shown that the payments on 
the principal of the public debt 22 in 
excess of the contract. With a reduction of 
$30,000,000 in expenditure on this account 
and as much more on other accounts, taxa- 
tion can be greatly and beneficially reduced. 
This sixty millions of gold taxes, if left in 
the hands of the people, will be far more 
productive than when absorbed in the pur- 
chase of bonds not due. It would be that 
much of the people’s earnings left with them 
to be employed in various forms of produc- 
tion. All experience has shown that, where 
taxation is reduced to the minimum of ex- 
penditure, public prosperity is promoted and 
the revenue improved and not impaired by 
that policy. The sinking fund, with its an- 
nual grinding tax of $30,000,000 in gold, is a 
purely sentimental expenditure, which we 
trust this Congress will not hesitate to sus- 
pend indefinitely. 
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LETHE REPUBLICAN STATE COMMITTEE. 

The Republican State Central Committee 
of Illinois will meet in Chicago this morning, 
and they will be aided in their conference by 
leading Republicans from all parts of the 
State, who have come here to compare notes 
and consult as to the best policy to be 
adopted. 

One of the points to be considered is the 
time for holding the State Convention, and 
whether there shall be one or two Conven- 
tions. ‘The uniform practice in this State has 
been in the Presidential year to have but one 
Convention, at which delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention are appointed, and an 
electoral and a State ticket nominated. In 
some of the other States the practice has 
been to hold a Convention to appoint dele- 
gates to the National Convention merely, and, 
after the Presidential nomination, to hold 
another Convention to nominate a State 
ticket. 

An adherence to the long-established rule 
is perhaps the wiser policy. There is no 
danger that any persons nominated for State 
officers will decline the nominations because 


of the action of the National Convention. 


So there is hardly any reason why the 
one Convention may not close up the 
whole work at one and the same time. 
This course will be rendered more acceptable 
if the time of holding the Convention be de- 
layed until a short time before the meeting of 
the National Convention, which will meet in 
Cincinnati in the middle of June. The IIli- 
nois State Convention might meet as late as 
Wednesday, May 31, and by so doing would 
then be controlled by the mature judgment 
of the people of the State in the selection of 
delegates. That date would not be so much 
in advance of the ordinary time for holding a 
State Convention as to render the selection of 
candidates for State officers either premature 
or inconsiderate. Once known that the State 
ticket was to be nominated at that time, pub- 
lic sentiment would rapidly concentrate in 
favor of the candidates who ought to be nomi- 
nated for State officers. We think this is the 
best policy to be adopted, and the State Com- 
mittee to-day, after hearing all the opinions 
on the subject, will doubtless adopt the 
course best calculated to promote success. 

The meeting to-day will be of especial in- 
terest because of the very large attendance, 
outside of the Committee, of distinguished 
members of the party, and it will be of im- 
portance as the preliminary action of the Re- 
publicans of Illinois, who are to exercise a 
strong and controlling influence in the grand 
campaign of 1876. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS ON FINANCE. 

It is now reported that the Democratic 
Caucus Finance Committee, appointed a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, have determined to report 
in favor of repealing that portion of the Re- 
sumption act which fixes Jan. 1, 1879, as the 
day for resuming specie payments, and sub- 
stitute therefor a bill postponing the date, 
if they can secure the consent of Holux, of 
Indiana, and Bricut, of Tennessee, who are 
depended on to protect the shinplaster inter- 
est. The proposition is to make up some 
sort of compromise bill which the inflation- 
ists will accept. This is found to be difficult 
todo. Members of the Caucus Committee 
said as late as yesterday that the prospect for 
settling the differences between the factions 
of Democrats on the money question is be- 
coming less every day. The offer of the 
hard-money men to compromise on repeal of 
the Resumption act is not satisfactory to 
the inflationists, who demand still further 
concessions. It may do no harm to remind 
Mr. Lamanr’s Finance Committee that a mere 
postponement of the date of resumption will 
satisfy neither party and will fail to do any 
service. | The present scheme for resumption 
should be abandoned only for one which pro- 
vides a practical method for attaining re- 
sumption at the earliest possible moment, 
and without unnecessarily or injudiciously 
disturbing the business of the country and 
the gold market of the world. A failure to 
do this will completely destroy the real ad- 
vantage of repealing the present act. 

It is certain that the present Resumption 
act, and every other act fixing a date for re- 
demption (whether that date be postponed 
or brought nearer), must contemplate the 
permanent retirement of the legal-tender 
currency when resumption does take place. 
Such was the construction that Mr. Suzeman, 
as Chairman of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, put upon the existing law when he ex- 
plained it officially. No other construction 
is reasonable, for a reissue of the legal-tender 
notes would simply impose the most absurd 
and disastrous sort of banking business on 
the Government. It would be com- 
pelled to sell bonds to obtain gold with 
which to redeem the outstanding green- 
backs as often as they were reissued and pre- 
sented for redemption ; andin order to get 
them into circulation it would have to pur- 
chase bonds with them. It might not at 
times get 95 cents in gold for the bonds sold, 
while it might have to pay 105 in notes for 
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the bonds purchased. At all events, there 
would be a greater or less loss incurred 80 
long as the struggle was kept up to reissue 
the notes and keep them in circulation. It 
must be admitted, then, that the amount of 
greenbacks redeemed would withdraw an 
equal amount of notes from circulation and 
contract the currency to that extent unless 
provision were made for the vacuum thus 
created. 

The next thing to keep in mind is the 
amount of greenbacks likely to be presented 
for redemption Jan. 1, 1879, or any other 
date which may be fixed in lieu thereof. It 
can be demonstrated that pretty nearly the 
entire amount of outstanding Government 
currency would be presented within a year 
at the outside. First, all the currency re- 
quired to pay duties on foreign importations 
(all of which are payable in gold) would be 
offered in exchange for gold at par at the 
United States Sub-Treasuries; second, all the 
foreign balances due and payable in coin 
would be obtained by the exchange of green- 
backs for gold at the Sub-Treasuries; third, 
all the gold required by travelers abroad would 
be obtained in the same way. It is foolish to 
suppose that anybody requiring gold for any 
purpose would dispose of their greenbacks at 
a discount to the brokers, as they do now, 
when they could get gold for them from the 
Government. The actual annual demand for 
gold in this country for which notes must be 
converted into coin amounts during the year 
to the following sums: 


Thus it is in that within a year after 
the day fixed for resumption there would be 
a contraction of the greenback currency at 
the very least to the amount of $250,000,000. 
But this estimate makes no allowance for the 
numerous local demands that would be made 
for hoarding, growing out of the rush for gold, 
with greenbacks at a discount, when the 
Treasury doors were first opened. The de- 
mand on this account might amount to 
$100,000,000 more, and thus nearly the entire 
volume of outstanding greenback and frac- 
tional currency would be withdrawn within a 
year, leaving in its stead only so much of the 
gold as is not required to pay interest on 
bonds held abroad and foreign balances. 

But the contraction under this process of 
resumption will not stop here: The severe 
restrictions on the issue of National Bank 
currency—which will thereafter be redeem- 
able in gold—are such under the present law 
that the National Banks will certainly avail 
themselves of their privilege of retiring their 
currency or even surrendering their charters 
rather than comply with the embarrassments 
under the law. The issue of gold notes is 
limited to 80 per cent of the bonds deposited 
in the,Treasury, which bonds can only be 
bought at a premium ; there is a tax of 1 per 
cent on gold potes as on the notes redeem- 
able in greenbacks; and the gold banks are 
also required to keep a reserve of not less 
than 25 percent on their deposits. Aside 
from these restrictions, the banks issuing 
gold notes will have to exercise the usual 
business precautions for the redemption in 
gold on presentation. It is evident that the 
banks will not keep out a currency of their 
own at a loss to themselves, so that the cur- 
rency of the country may undergo a further 
contraction of $325,000,000 of National Bank 
notes, and leave the business of the country 
to depend exclusively upon gold and silver 
for a currency, with a constant drain on it 
for payment of foreign balances and the in- 
terest on bonds held abroad. 

To avert this situation, it will be necessary 
to provide for any successful scheme of re- 
sumption this adjunct, viz. : 

The removal of the present restrictions on 
the issue of gold notes, so that National 
Banks may issue them, dollar for dollar, in an 
equal amount with the bonds deposited to 
secure them, and unincumbered with any 
tax on circulation or deposits. In other 
words, it must be made the interest of the 
banks to issue gold notes or they will not do 
it. And until this restriction named be re- 
moved it will not be to their interest to put 
out such notes. 

The ‘suggestion relative to the issue of 
gold notes.by the banks is absolutely essen- 
tial to any scheme for resumption. Unless 
there be an inducement for private capital to 
furnish the currency for the country and 
provide for its redemption, resumption is 
impossible without disastrous contraction. 
If private capital shall be left unhampered, 
and there be inducements offered for the 
issue of gold notes in preference to having 
gold only, then the private capital of the 
capital will be able to’ bring about resump- 
tion. And whenever Congress removes the 
dead-weights and restrictions we have named, 
the banks wil] begin to issue gold notes, 
whether the act of Jan. 14, 18756, is repealed 
or postponed. Private capital is able and 
stands ready now to begin furnishing the 
country with a convertible currency if the 
Banking law were suitably modified and lib- 
eralized. 

. INTERNATIONAL MONEY. 

The measure proposed by Senator Suerman, 
of Ohio, for making the dollar of the United 
States and the pound of Great Britain in- 
terchangeable, has excited favorable atten- 
tion in Great Britain. The London Times 
devotes a recent leader to explaining it to the 
City, the approval of whose monetary mag- 
nates it bespeaks for the scheme. The con- 
servatism of the financiers of Lombard street 
would certainly regret any proposal to change 

value of the pound sterling, but, as the 
imes explains to them, no such change is 
to be made. Senator Sxerman’s plan, which 
is also that suggested by Jzvons in 
his work on money, is to take ad- 
vantage of the present transitional period 
in the currency of the United States, 
and change the value of the gold dollar while 
it is out of general use so as to make it an 
aliquot part of the pound sterling. To do 
this a very slight change in its value would be 
needed. The gold dollar is now worth 4s 14d 
in English money. It is valuedj convention- 
ally on the Stock Exchange at 4s, and if this 
were its real value it would be interconvert- 
ible with the pound at the rate of one of the 
latter to flveſof the former. In fact, five dol- 
lars are worth seven or eight pence more than 
a pound, and this is sufficient to throw them 
out of mutual relations. Senator SHzrman’s 
plan proposes to get rid of this disturbing 
difference, as our readers know, by making 
the value of the dollar just one-fifth that of 
the pound. The Times naturally can see no 
objection to this, as it involves no trouble or 
change for the Briton. It says: 

Mr. SHERMAN's proposal would involve no change 
on our part, except, it may be, the coinage of some 
new gold pieces differing in degree of fineness, 
though not in value, from the sovereign or sub- 
divisions of the sovereign. On the part of the United 


States it would invoive no serious shock, so far as we 
can see, to social and commercial arrangements, for 
the depreciation of the greenback currency has already 
produced much more extreme variations in value, and 
in returning to specie payments the Americans will 
almost enter upon a new phase of monetary develop- 


basis with the dollar at four shillings as easily as with 
the dollar at 49.316 pence, The movement, if it be 
generally supported, is decidedly a concession on the 
part ef the United States, and shows a creditable ab- 
sence of national vanity. * 

As the Times acknowledges, the adoption 
of this plan by the United States would throw 
upon us all the change and annoyance in the 
calculation of values of Government bonds, 
railroad and other gold bonds, gold contracts, 
gold interest, etc., which it frankly confesses 
Englishmen would not take upon themselves. 
This seems selfish at first sight, but is after 
all sensible. It puts this reform upon its 
only proper basis: Isit worth while? If the 
gain to this country of adjusting its currency 
to that of Great Britain to the extent pro- 
posed would pay for the trouble it would 
momentarily cause, we would be untrue to 
our sound commercial instincts if we refused 
to make the change. If the reform would be 
practically unremunerative, deference to an 
ideal system of symmetry, and a vague de- 
sire for perfection, would not be sufficient 
cause for its adoption. 

Mr. Suzrman’s bill has been referred to the 
Senate Finance Committee, and will be care- 
fully discussed there and by the public. We 
think public opinion in the end will approve 
the measure. The recent action of Germany 
in the adoption of a national currency has 
postponed indefinitely the realization of a 
world-wide international money. The 
choice is now between two courses. The 
American dollar and the French 5-franc 
piece may be assimilated to each other, or 
the American dollar and English pound may 
be treated as Mr. Suzrman proposes, and in 
either of these changes the United States 
mustlead. It is hopeless to wait for the En- 
glish to take any such progressive step. 
The first of the two changes enumerated 
above can be easily made. It is 
indeed declared by Prof. Jzvons to be the 
most easy and important step which can now 
be taken towards an international money.” 
The dollar is worth 49.316 pence; the 5-franc 
piece, 47.58. A reduction of a fraction 
more than 14 pence in the value of our dol- 
lar would give it a circulation throughout Eu- 
rope,—where the French napoleon has always 
been freely taken,—excepting Portugal, where 
the English pound is the current standard. 
Important as the advantages would be of in- 
terconvertibility with the French 5-franc piece, 
those of assimilating the dollar to one-fifth of 
the pound outweigh them. The greatest com- 
mercial interests of the United States abroad 
are with the people of Great Britain. One 
of the chief advantages of international 
money is the facility it gives of understand- 
ing all statements of accounts, prices, and 
statistics. Facility of this kind is more valua- 
ble to us in our intercourse with Great Brit- 
ain and its Australian, Polynesian, and Asi- 
atic colonies, than with any other country. 
Identities of language, race, and other inter- 
ests, add their force to these considerations. 
The greater facility of travel, and the more 
rapid adjustment of the foreign exchanges, 
complete the enumeration of the reasons 
which render it worth our while to make 
our dollar an international unit of cur- 
rency between England and America. 
In doing so, we in no way aban- 
don our distinctive national currency ; 
on the contrary, we extend the probabilities 
that our admirable decimal system will in 
time be universally adopted as the basis of 
international money. The most eminent of 
living English economists has written of our 
system, that It is firmly adopted as the 
money of a nation which, as far as human 
wisdom can penetrate the future, is destined 
to be the most numerous, rich, and powerful 
in the world. That nation, which has arisen 
from the best stock of England, has absorbed 
much of the best blood of other European 
nations, and has inherited the richest conti- 
nent in the world, must have an importance 
in coming times of which even Americans 
are barely conscious.” It is not to be feared 
that the currency system of such a nation 
will be endangered by being made more use- 
ful. 


CITY CERTIFICATES OF INDEBTEDNESS. 

We print this morning the legal opinion 
given by Mr. Osapian Jacxson, of this city, 
as to the authority of the City Government 
to issue certificates of indebtedness of the 
form and character which have been general 
in this city for some time. Mr. Jackson says 
that, in his opinion, the certificates are illegal 
that whatever power existed to make tempo- 
rary loans under the old charter and the old 
Constitution, sach power has been repealed 
by the new Constitution and new charter. 

It will be remembered that Judge Zaxx, of 
Springfield, has decided that the Government 
of that city has no authority to issue such 
certificates, and in Springfield there has been 
no change of charter; the prohibitions of the 
Constitution operating, Judge Zanz holds, as 
a repeal of all previous authority to contract 
debts in excess of the constitutional limit. 

We repeat, that creditors of the city need 
be under no apprehension that these certifi. 
cates will not be paid eventually. There may 
be some delay in payment, but as rapidly as 
the taxes are collected the certificates will be 
taken up. There may be some embarrass- 
ment of the city in its financial dealings for a 
time, but the trouble will eventually prove 
beneficial. The City Government must limit 
its expenditures to the revenue in hand; all 
unexpended appropriations that can be dis- 
pensed with should be repealed forthwith, 
and appropriations for the future must be 
made dependent on the previous, and not 
future, collection of taxes. The city will not 
suffer from a year of economy and retrench- 
ment, even if such virtues be enforced by 

ity. 

In the meantime, we suggest that the 
Comptroller will readily accept these certifi- 
cates in redemption of tax-sale certificates 
and back personal taxes, and we have no 
doubt that the city would make arrangements 
to receive these certificates in payment for 
city taxes. As they have been issued in 
anticipation of taxes, they might equitably 
be accepted in payment of taxes. 


Mr. E. H. Dersy has written an earnest 
protest to the New York Tribune against the 
repeal of the Resumption act. He insists 
that it is practicable for the Government to 
redeem its greenbacks in gold at the time 
designated, viz., Jan. 1, 1879, and bases his 
opinion upon the greatness of the population 
and resources of the United States. He then 
proceeds to consider the amount of paper 
currency can be kept at par with gold 
and in and says: 

Should we raise our currency to the level of gold, 
the first questions that will come up will be, What 
amount do we require? How much can be safely float- 
edat par? After an exhausting struggle, France has 
maintained at par a circulstion of $500,400,000 in 
bank notes, and has done this with s population ro- 
duced to 36,000,000 by the loss of Alsace and Lorraine. 
Her circulation of paper is at the rate of $14 per capi- 
ta, and at this rate our country, whose population will 
reach 50,000,000 in "79, may float at par u paper cur- 


rency of $700,000,000, By the return of October last, 
the amount of our paper currency, inclusive of green- 
backs, bank notes, and postal currency, was $733,917,- 
258. If we deduct from this the amount heid by its 
jesuers, $179,266,655, the actual circulation is only 
$554,650,602. And we may safely infer that if we re- 
duce this by 10 per cent, or to §500,000,000, we may 
easily float it at par. 

These figures are probably fair and safe 
estimates, provided the banking laws made 
it to the interest of private capital to issue 
gold notes and protect them ; but the present 
laws do not. There would be little or no 
profit in issuing 80 notes against 100 of 
bonds, paying 1 per cent interest thereon, 
no matter how few or many of them were in 
actual circulation, and at the same time keep- 
ing on hand 25 to 40 per cent of gold with 
which to redeem the notes as fast as pre- 
sented. Under such restrictions private cap- 
ital will decline to issue gold notes. There 
is no use in talking about $700,000,000 or 
$500,000,000 of currency under such circum- 
stances, as it would not be issued, ner the 


tenth part thereof.

A TRIPARTITE OISAGREEMENT.

Des Mornss, Feb. 21.—A horrible tragedy oo- 
curred in Greenfield Township, Warren County, 
11 miles from this city, Saturday evening. 
Three families, named Howery, Dillard, and 


Westfall, have for several years been engaged in | 


a feud, caused by the location of roads, partition 
fences, etc. Saturday the Howery party, con- 
sisting of the father, two sons, and a hired man 
named Groom, the Westfall party of two, and 
Dillard's party of three, had been to 
church, and, on the way home, the old 
quarrel was renewed, when a general fight en- 
sued, in which revolvers, brickbats, stones, 
slung-shote, knuckles, and knives were used. 
Twenty shots were fired. The Howery party 
were unarmed. The fight lasted about twenty 
minutes. David Howery, the fatner, was shot 
in the upper lip and left ear and stabbed over 
the left eye.
